Survey Low Educotion 

Mr. Charles P." McTague. 'k.C., 
member, of the Utiiversity Senate, 
has been appointed the head of a 
council to make a coast-to-coast 
survey of legal education and lis 
distribution between the universi- 
ties and the profession. The mem- 
bers of this council win be chosen 
from each province and will con- 
sist of 22 leaders of the bar, uni- 
versity presidents, prominent busi- 
ness men and a representative of 
organized labor. 

The panel is a completely inde- 
pendent organization with no re- 
sponsibility to any other body. 
Financial support for the duration 
of the survey has been furnished 
by the Carnegie Foundation of New 
York, the Nuffield Foundation nf 
England, and the Canadian Bar

Police Squads 
StudèntDancers 
Clash by Night 

Edmonton — Special — Oct. 3.— 
(CUP) — *"Mild Jostling" broke out 
between .'police I and University of 
Alberta . students here, Tuesday 
night as the authorities broke up 
a mile-long snake dance'of more 
than 1,000 "frosh" scholars which 
tied up traffic for more than one 
half hour along one of Edmonton's 
busiest thoroughfares. 

Several students resisted attempts 
of city police and R.C.M.P. who 
moved in to prevent the dancers 
from entering business premises and 
stalled buses. The dls(urb!>ncc 
broke out when some students re 
fused' to obey commands , to -"keep 
out of the buses." 

Deputy chief constable A. Rid 
dell raid one policeman's tunic was 
torn as officers encountered "dif' 
ficulty : in breaking through a 
line' of students. However, he term- 
ed the incident "quite minor" and 
said no charges would be laid 
against any of the demonstrating 
students. 

Hundreds of automobiles were 
lined bumper ;to bumper for blocks 
with horns blaring when police 
patrol cars arrived on the scene. 
Officers used loudspeakers to or- 
der the students to disperse. 

The demonstration and traffic en 
tanglement soon was overcome by 
police and the snake dance then 
took on an orderly appearance. 

It was one of the greatest "frosh" 
ralies seen in Edmonton in many 
years. 

The Snake dance followed a 
giant pep rally at .the campus 
grouiids where the massive roar of 
camp - fire singers echoed for 
blocks. I 

The elongated snake dance 
temporarily "stopped' the show" as 
it wriggled through a Soiith Side 
theatre. The marquee billed "The 
Best years of Our Lives."

A meeting of all clubs and sod 
eties whose finances are controlled 
by the Student Executive Council 
was held last night in the Union, 
in order to discufs and clarify new 
iludcnt budgets. Hal Corrigan, 
chairman of the SEC Finance com' 
mlttee, issued the. following state 
ment .to : all organizations con 
cerned. 

"Due to a smaller student 
enrolment this year and the gen- 
eral rise In prices, the SEC will 
be more strict in its allotment and 
control of finances this year. 
Excess expenditures will have to 
be curbed In order that all clubs 
and societies should , be '^•blei Jo 
continue 'their aetIviile&'Ttaêrco* 
operation of the student body as 
whole will be necessary If the 
SEC is to be run on a financially 
sound basis.. 

I urge the executives of all or- 
ganisations whose finances are 
controlled by the SEC to be pre- 
sent at the meeting to be held In 
the Ballroom of the Union to- 
night."

Toronto, Oct. 3. — (CU) — Three 
girls selling ribbons for the Blue 
and White Society were ushered 
from the street Saturday, afternoon 
when they could not produce street 
vendor licences. 

"These permits are for sale to 
those who in our opinion are wor- 
thy . of this permission," said a 
police official, approached ' in the 
subject last night. He' said that no 
licences would be sold to Varsity 
students. 

"The price is only one dollar, and 
the reason for these restrictions is 
to help poor and handicapped old 
men to make, a living,^' he added 
by way of explanation. ' . ; •

The receipt of used books to date 
by the McGill Book Exchange has 
been considerablj^lower.i.than In 
past years, Hugh' Haritness, man- 
ager said yesterday. 

Harkness announced that, start- 
ing today, the exchange will be 
open 11.30 to 1.30, until Friday to 
receive used books. 

Harkness said he believed Very 
few students were aware that the 
exchange existed for their benefit 
The 'exdiange is located in the 
Union, across from the office of 
The Daily, and will be open for 
sales from October 11 to 14. 

Hugh outlined the procedure as 
follows: a form is filed out by the 
student bringing in the books, and 
the student provides a stamped 
self-addressed envelope, which Is 
filed. This envelope is used to mail 
cheques for books, sold. A com' 
mission, of 10 per cent is deducted 
as a handling charge. , À' notifica- 
tion of unsold books is also mailed 
out 'in' the envelope provided. 
—Unsold books may be picked up 
until March 15, after which time 
they will be sent to overseas uni- 
versities needing texts. A levy of 
10 cehta Is'cliarged on eacii 'unsold

Leacock Library, Pen 
Packed With Humor

By the shore of Old Brcwci-y 
Lay on Lake Couchiching, Stephen 
Leacock wrought with a facile pen 
and a vigorous humor. He held his 
country .and .^tsipeople*. up for the 
worid to sée."Nort1ârrldiculc, though 
3omc of the characters he mar- 
challcd across his pages would be 
."idicuious to a smaller mind. Bu: 
tlie Leacock touch was one of re- 
lish, rather than ridiciile, of mild, 
liood humor, of bludgeoning wit'.i 
a bladder empty of all save laught- 
er, rather than rapier piercings 
with an edged wit. 

Stephen Leacock wrote 56 books, 
innumerable articles. He was the 
Canadian Mark Twain. He ranked 
with Cobb and Ade. Besides, he was 
nil able teacher of political science 
IniMcGilUUnivcnity.^Heïi'bbught a 
rfreati rambling house on Lake Cou- 
chiching in 1905, and filled three 
ibrarics. Mostly, the books he loved 
were those of humor, social science 
and exploration. 

Stephen Leacock died on March 
y.B, 1944. Yet tourists from south of

the border slill ask in Orillia where 
hit home is to be found. They still 
run their cars down the lane to tho 
edge of the lake, -and browse 
ll;rough his libraries, and gaze, 
with reminiscent smiles, at the old 
boathouse on the bay where, legend 
declares, he penned his Sunehine 
Sketches of a Little Town. 

Now, the, people who knew the 
good professor believe he would 
derive untold amusement from the 
&uggestion that his home and work- 
siiop should' become a national 
shrine of Canadian letters. He le^t 
the 40-acrc farm, with Its ramblinu 
villa and lodge to his son, Stephen 
Jr. The younger Leacock foiind the 
need for commuting between Oril 



:ia and Montreal, where he tried 
Su follow his father's tradition a:. 

writer, difficult to impossibility. 
Vandals broke into the houses at 
Old Brewery Bay and helped time 
and weather in the process of de 
lerloratlon. 

In desperation, the younger Lea 
cock turned the property over to 
Henry Janes. As a youth, Jan:;s 
had worked for the professor; as 
a young man he had sat in Stephen 

t 

Leacoek's classes at McGlll, earn- 
ing a master's degree in economics. 
Leacock and Janes' father had been 
rronies. Thus, Old Brewery Boy 
wasn't exactly passing out ot the 
family. 

The villa and the lodge needed 
irnovation. The ..libraries required 
atrcnuous rearriihgement. The good 
professor had been a keen student 
ot social problems. Among his 
books was an early translation ot 
Karl Marx's work. But his studies 
had led him away from socialism. 
His own writings proclaimed an 
unshaken belief in private enter 
ptise. And the Jpnes family found 
treasure, trove in boxes and car' 
tons in the villa's basement. They 
found penned drafts of books tho 
proteiior had written, and' notes 
;nat might have been the bues of 
books he intended to write. 

The problem confronting Janes 
Mrs: what to do with it all. His 
own business is that of public re 
lotions counsel. Technically, h i s 
firm stood as purchaser of the 
estate. But the immediate pros- 
pect for such Canadian landmarks 
Is transformation into tourist homes 
01 museiima. Neither solution of 
the problem seemed appropriate 

Instead, Janes has arrived at 
temporary compromise. He has 
moved a part of his o\yn work into 
the profeesor's library, and it In 
the process j of: canvatiing postiblU 
tleàlfôftht»i«m*5n 'Old Brewery 
Day may become neutral . ground 
on which labor and management 
can meet. Janes visualizes confer 
ences which vould produce better 
understandings of mutai indus 
trial problems; he hopet, too. to 
';oaint8in the -estate as a point et 
meeting for Canadian ' writers. 

But he has found,' to hit disap' 
pointment, that spontaneous tribute 
to the vnemory of robust Stephen 
Leacoclc^'Goinesi^more readily and 
more.; often from the people toutlt 
of the.^iDiorder.than it is voucKsafe.i 
b.v the professor's own countrymen. 



Lord Wavell's 
Test of Poetry 

(From The London Timse) 
Field Marshal Lord Wavcll spoke 
■jn the present state ot Engliih 
poetry at the 106th annual meeting 
oi the London Library. 

Assuming that there, was gen- 
eral agreement that poetry rep- 
resented our greatest national 
achievement in art, and that at 
♦lie present day it was low in out- 
put and standard compared with 
Vz paat glories, he asked whether 
the poetic inspiration was fading 
out, and, it so, what were the 
cruses. 

His own test for a poem. Lord 
V/avell said, was that it should be 
ne which he could, so to speak, 
hang on the walls, ot hia memory. 
Touching on tome recent remarks 
by Sir Alfred Munnlngs on mod' 
crn painting, he said he somc' 
times felt like expressing himself 
with similar force about modern 
poetry, its lack ot shape, ot 
music, ot meaning — in fad, itï 
ugllneti. 

But he did not believe that the 
fire of poetry wu really dying 
out of us, 'it the flame wai not 
very .strong at the moment. It 
might be true that some ot our 
gusto and vitality, which once tok 
delight in easy music and in lonj, 
f:ad died out for the time belnc. 

We had lost, for initance, those 
music hail* songs we used to sinj. 
and the marching tongs of the 
soldiers, which gave expression to 
nur national sense ot words. 
Laughing, or dancing, or perhaps 
(ighing to a tune, that was the 
cal essence ' ot poety. Yet he 
believed the taste for music and 
T/oetry woulil come again if som: 
one would give us thé words and 
Àtit tune, instead of the discordant, 
obscure mutterings that so often 
passed for poetry in these days. 

After contrasting the conditions 
in which the great poets ot the 
nineteenth century worked with 
tne sense of frustration and dis 
illusion of the present century, 
Lord Wavell said it was the Firjt 
World War that did the great 
damage. 

It was then that we lost virtu 
ally the whole ot what mtgnt 
have been the finest generation of 
British youth that was ever pro 
duced— born ■ and brought up in 
ihf ' confidence and leisure of Vi,: 
lurlan days, but with a liberal and 
democratic outlook beginning to 
stir I in them. 

Rupert Brooke, might st'and for 
those who never came back, and 
Siegried Sassooon for those who 
returned disillusioned. How many 
poels might lie buried in Flanders 
or on the Somme we should 
never know, but we had never yet 
lecovered from that great lots. 

Answering the pessimists who 
asked how we could expect great 
poets and poetry in the untavor 
able atmosphere of the present 
bay, when, they said, nearly all 
tlfort was aimed at producing i 
dtab level of rather ignoble com 
tort and timid security from the 
cradle to the grave. Lord Wavell 
agreed that, if wc became a nation 
of petty bourgeois, ot robots ruled 
uy bureaucrats, wc should have 
no true poetry in England. None 
tne less, it would take a long time 
yet to subdue the spirit ot adven 
ture and fantasy in the English

The practice in tlie 'past has been 
for each club lo'intfbduce by means 
of a bill or resolution a measure 
"of general interest" in accordance 
with the policy of the national 
party It represents— although there 
Is no official connection between 
a campus club and its counter-part 
on the national plane. . 

PRACTICE IS^SSiYEARS OLD 

Debate in the^'lnltial^' stages is 
limited to speakers selected by the 
various political club's executives. 
As in the federal -and provincial 
parliaments from coast to coast, 
following the debate the floor is 
open to any. independent member 
(any McGili student in the audi- 
ence) to put questions to govern-* 
ment or opposition members. 

Toward the end of the session 
the vote is taken among all those 
present, first on any amendments 
that may have been proposed, then 
on the bill itself. 

Although the 'existence of politi- 
cal clubs on the campus is relative- 
ly recent, the Model Parliament It- 
self was first organized In 1011, 
There were only three official 
parties then, and many govern- 
ments were "overthrown" on de- 
feat of a bill they had attempted 
to have passed. 

Procedure was .then, as it Is now, 
modelled on that of the federal 
Parliament at Ottawa. Policies of 
the clubs are aligned with those of 
their federal counterparts. 

The First World War put an end 
to the Mock Parliament in 1B14. It 
was reviewed' periodically betweea 
1920 and 1939. The advent of per- 
manent political clubs on the cam- 
pus recently was soon followed by 
holding . regular Mock Parliament 
sessions.

Greek Ambassador Unveils 
Ikon in Divinity Hall Chapel 



Every pew in the Divinity Hall 
Chapel was packed yesterday after- 
noon as the Greek Ambassador to 
Canad unveiled a sacred Ikon, gift 
of the late Primate of the Greek 
Orthodox Church, in a service in- 
augurating the second session of 
the faculty of .divinity. 

Chief Justice 0. S. Tyndale. the 
chancellor. Principal F. Cyril James, 
Dean James S. Thomson, of the 
faculty ot divinity, faculty members 
and students looked on as Greek 
Ambassador Constantin Sakellaro- 
poulos drew a blue and white Greek 
flag from the face of the plaque. 

Depicting the Apostle Paul 
prcachini^ before the Areopagus, the 
ikon was presented to the univer- 
sity last winter by the late Arch- 
bishop Damaskinos of Athens 
through Mr. W. M. Blrks, the: senior 
governor, who Vas visiting Greece 
as chairman oT the Inter-Allied Re- 
lief Committee. 

Preparatory to asking the Am- 
bassador to unvcl! the ikon. Dr. 
James said that it had always been 
one of the aims of the creators of 
the divinity faculty that it should 
act as a .bridge between different 
churches. "Tiils gift . will . always 
bring before our eyes another great 
Christian . Church," he said.
